Mr. Hay Would Increase Time
of Military Service.Has

Economy Bills.
There is much Interest locally In the

bill Introduced In Congress by Repre¬
sentative James Hay, of this 'Slate,
who Is now chairman of tho Commu¬
te on Military Affairs, providing that
enlistment In tho regular army shall
herouftor bo for the term of live yours.
Instead of for threo yours. Tho fooling
ia that this Is an introduction to slinilai
action 'later governing the organized
inllllla.

Mr. Hay, now the gulldlng spirit ol
the country on army legislation, has o
series of bills embodying his Ideas on
the subject. Homo of these have the
hearty commendation of the War De¬
partment; others have not. His gen-
oral program is one of oconomy, and
the moasurea already Introduced, for
tvhlch he Is sponsor, will, It is estimated,
result In a saving to the nation of
?7,000,000 a year.

In the mattor of lengthening tho
term of enlistment In the army, thero
would be an estimated saving of $3,000,-
i00. This would come by reason of the
reduction of various allowances made
at the time the three-yenr term expires
Travol allowances, travel pay, re-onllst-
inont bonus and continuous service pa;
would all be' decreased, because thoy
would bo awarded less often.

Want Shorter Terms.
Military Journals arc Inclined to op-

poso Mr. Hay's plan. Thoy say tho
tondoncy In the groat armies of Eu¬
ropa Is to shorten tho lernt of enlist¬
ment. Recently this has been done in
Germany and In France. Some experts
want tho torm shortened to one yenr.They oven go so far as to prohibit rc-
enllstmcnt, save by non-commlssloncd
ofllooro and specialists. Of course,
tholr reason for this position Is to grad¬
ually bring the country to the pointwhore ovory able-bodied man shall hnvo
at least ono year's military training.
Ono army publication gives a caee In

point. Napoleon, thinking to broak the
poivcr of Prussia after tho battle of
Jena, prohibited an army of largorthan 40,000 men. Thereupon one-year
enlistments were provided, with the ro-
sult that within a fow years every¬body was more or less trained.

WALKER'SCAREER
TRACED BY DODD

Lecture on "Lower South" Be¬
fore War Delivered at Rich¬

mond College.
Dr. William 15. Dodd, who Is pro¬

fessor of American history at the Uni¬
versity of Chicago, and was formerly
professor of .history at Randolph-i
Macon College, gavo tho first of a
series of two lectures last night at
Richmond Collcgo on tho goneral
theme of "Tho Lower South on the
Eye of the Civil War." Tho first lec¬
ture centred about tho lifo of Robert
J. Walker. Dr. Dodd began by call-
lng attention to tho conditions of lift}
years ago and tho prosont tltno
There were then two parties, tho ong
having ruled for a considerable period
of time, as is the case now. Thorn
was then, as now, a strong insurgent
movement In tho West. A Blngle sec¬tion then ruled the nation. Then Itwas the lower South us now It Is NowEngland.
The region from Charleatown toNow Orleans was not one-tenthcleared, but it wa3 exceedingly pro¬ductive. That region exported morothan $100,000,000 worth of commodi¬ties every year, which was more thanthat of all tho rest of the country.There was an Income of more thanti>0 per capita, Including tho slaves,who made up one-half of the popula¬tion. Such prosperity caused enor¬

mous expansion.
It was seen by a body of men, par¬ticularly In Mississippi, that more

money meant moro land, and moreland would require more negroes, andthus more negroes would raise morecotton, which in turn would make
more money, and so on, as theythought, Indefinitely.
Most remarkable among these men

was Robert J. Walker, who camo toMississippi from Plttsburg, Pa. Hethere married a wealthy woman, on-tered politics and became an expertpolitical boss. In 1838 he began a
career of high finance, organizingbanks, borrowing money, buying land,etc.

Debts Repudiated.
The Stato of Mississippi was then

borrowing money heavily, and at
about this time secured several, mll-
lions from the Rothschilds. Rut pres¬ently the reaction came In the panicof 1S37, when tho total Income of the
.State would not pay one-fourth of the
Interest on the State debt. Of course.
Walker repudiated his debts.
But as If to reward Walker for his

chicanery the people sent him to Con¬
gress, whore by sheer audacity he

nenco. Although reared in the North,
ho was ready to light in 1S40, for In
Congress he said: "Our free Institu¬
tions we will yield only at tho point o£
the bayonet, nnd In a struggle we will
be found Invincible." He wanted to bo
President, and practically forced Polk
to make him Secretary of tho Treasury,
However, he made an excellent ofllcial.
His reports were praised as models
of their kind. He reformed the tariff
and gave us tho host .tariff.

was over, there appeared to be nothing
big enough for him In -Mississippi. He
was for a lime a departmental lawyer
In Washington. Then ho propose^ to
build a railway In Wisconsin, and
raised $1,000,000 for it In England, but
not a single tic was ever laid. Though
great sums came to him, ho spent them
recklessly, and soon became poor.
Now, somo silver Btock given him

as n lawyer's foe proved to bo a vor-,
ttnblc gold mine, nnd he found him¬
self worth £500,000 just at tho out¬
break of tho war.

Lincoln recognized his great powet
and gained Walker's help. Soon Walk¬
er was In London arjunndcrlng his
money, living like a royal potentate,
and representing to the Knglish peopto.
that .leffereon Davis was responsible
for the repudiation of the dobt of
Mlsslsslpp.. Although Davis had work¬
ed to have Mississippi recognize tho
claims against her, he could not pro-
vent the work of Walker from having
Its effect. Walker did quite as much
ns Charles Francis Adams In prevent¬
ing the recognition of tho Confederacy
by England. This Is tho reason why
tho life of Walker has never been
.written, lie died n pauper In Wash¬
ington in IStiP.

MAYOR READY TO
HEAR EVIDENCE

Charges Against Cunningham
Will Be Taken Up and Wit¬

nesses Examined.
Trial of Captain Frank TV. Cunning¬

ham, on tho charge of mnlfeaaanco In
office, misappropriation of city funds
und neglect of duty, will be called be¬
fore Mayor Richardson this morning at
11 o'clock In tho Mayor's olTlco. Cap¬
tain Cunningham was still roported yes¬
terday as being 111 at his home, and It
was rumored that his attorneys. Kirk
Mathows and O'Flahorty & Fulton,
would ask a continuance.

Special Accountant Crenshaw, Dep¬
uty Hulco. who Is now serving
as ad Interim Collector', Delin¬
quent Tax Collector Walford and
others will bo called to testify,
and books of tho office will bo produced.
Including the original tax bills,, which
were retained as evidence by direction
of the Mayor, when frlonds of Captain
Cunningham made good the shortage/ Pending the outcome of the trial, the
canvass for the position to be made
vacant in the event of tho removal ol
Captain Cunningham Is not so brisk.
James B. Wood, superintendent of the
ponltontlary, who last weok claimed to
have the election secured, has not de¬
termined whether ho will withdraw or
not. The evident determination of tho
Council to place the office on a salary
basin, and the fact that tho appointee
nt this time would have to go before
the people next November, have some¬
what dampened the ardor of Mr. Wood's
supporters, leaving the Incumbent, First
Deputy Hulce, as the most prominent
man in the Held.

Mayor Favors Office.
Mayor Richardson said yesterday that

ho favored the continuation of the of¬
fice of Collector, rather than Its mer¬
ger with tho office of City Treasurer,
as proposed. Me also said that ho pre¬
ferred a commission, somewhat reduced
from tho present scale, rather than a
fixed salary, as an Incentive to an ac¬
tive Collector. Members of the Coun¬
cil who have urged the Council to place
the offico on a salary basis say that
the Mayor Is misinformed as to the
duties of the position, the Collector
being n'more receiver of taxes at best,
having no more responsible position
and no more arduous duties than the
receiving toller of a bank. On the
other hand, the Collector of Delinquent
Taxes has to hunt up delinquents, many
of thorn small tax-payers, and It Is ol
great vnlue, according to these Coun-
cllmcn. that he be given n special in¬
centive to collect j as closely as pos¬
sible.
Tho whole question of the fee sys¬

tem will be before the Council Commit¬
tee on Ordinance. Charter and Reform
to-night, when the ordinance reducing
the jxale of commissions to tho Coin-
missioner of the Rovcnue will be under \
consideration.

iim Dent oilier In City.
While It Is admitted that Mr. How-

kins has probably the most profitable
office in the City Hall, yet his friends
point out that, unlike that of the Col¬
lector, It Is a position that demands
ability, judgment and business sen
and one In which negligence and In¬
competence might cost the city Immense
sums In failure to make proper assess¬
ments. In this office also. It Is argued,
there Is a certain value in giving the
Incumbent an incentive In Increasing
the assessment by giving him a com¬
mission. In lieu of a snlary.
Mr. Hawkins's friends nlso point out

that, unlike the Collector, who receives
a commission on dnlly collections, the
Commissioner of the Revenue makes a
certain yearly assessment, and that It
would be difficult, If not unfair, to
make a cut In his scale of commissions
while tho annual assessment wns In
progress. As far back as 1RÜ7, former
City Attorney Charles V. Meredith
gave a written opinion covering the
subject, in which he held that the
Council might reduce the commissions
of the Collector and Commissioner or
the Revenue during their terms of of¬
fice, but that, as the Commissioner Is
paid a certain nnnttnl commission for
certain work, begun as soon as possibleafter the first of February of each
year, that the commission could not bo
reduced snve at the beginning of the
fiscal yenr. The commission of the CityCollector, Mr. Meredith s.ild, could be
reduced nt any time.
